Would-Be Suicide Is Jailed 


J. L. NELSON BLAMES ACTION ON DOMESTIC TROUBLE 


When Attempt on Life Fails 


BY F. J. TURNER, JR. 

“In those days men shall seek death 
and shall not find it, and shall desire 
to die, and death shall flee from them.” 

With this bit of quotation J. L. 
Nelson, 34-year-old painter, was placed 
behind steel bars at police station to 
find the comfort he sought in death 
at his home, 40 Holderness street, 
Tuesday night. 

Nelson’s attempt to end his own 
life was caused by domestic trouble

Nelson eXx- 
plained that his wife, ignoring his plea 
to-stay at home with their three chil- 
dren, left with his brother-in-law in 
an automobile for a ride.

fection brought about bv forced exer- 
icise to the point of exhaustion. 
Giuinea pigs so exhausted resist intra- 
peritoneal injections of type No. 1 
ipneumococecus. better than do normal 
guinea pigs This investigator also 
found that partial starvation (diet re- 
istrieted sufficiently to reduce the body 
weight below the normal) likewise 
brought about increased resistance to 
infection! Here is indeed something 
for sensible folk in quest of good 
health to think about. 

These scientifie studies tend 
show that mére physical strength or 
vigor has little or nothing to do with 
resistance to infection. Dupes of the 
‘physical eulture charlatan should con-

Chicago, February 16.—Federal) 
Judge James H. Wilkerson has un- 
dertaken to solve the nation’s biggest 
radio problem—who controls the air? 

Following formal arguments in the 
government's test suit against the Ze- 
nith Radio corporation, accused of 
“air piracy,’” Judge Wilkerson late 
Tuesday took the case under advise- 
| ment. 

If his decision favors the govern- 
ment the Zenith’s broadcasting sta- 
tion may be seized by United States 
| attorneys and Eugene McDonald, pres- 
| ident cf the corporation, may be asked 
to pay a fine of $10,000. 

In event the court favors the de- 
fendant the entire structure of law 
governing this new industry may be 
torn down and rebuilt on a scale to 
match the tremendous growth of 
broadcasting. . 

The suit is the first of its kind in 
history. It was designed to set prece- 
dent for the deciding of similar prob- 
lems resulting from the congestion of 
the air brought about by increasing 
radio traffic. 

McDonald's company, claiming to 
be a pioneer in the broadcasting field, 
was licensed by Secretary of Com- 
merce Herbert Hoover to broadcast 
through station WJAZ on a 322 meter 
wave length two hours a week. De- 
claring the assignment was unfair and 
discriminatory, WJAZ roceeded to 
broadcast at will on 329 meters. 
The department of commerce then 
filed its charges of “air piracy’’ in 
the federal court. 

_Argument in the case hinged prin- 

cipally upon Secretary Hoover's au- 
thority to deny WJAZ more freedom 
of the air.

Campaign tor Bond Support | 


In City Election March 24 


Machinery for Passage of 
Proposed $8,000,000 Is- 
sue Already in Motion 
With All Forces United. 


Revival of the famous Atlanta spirit 
and unification of all civic, commer- 
cial, industrial and political organiza- 
tions to assure passage of the pro- 
posed $8,000,000 bond issue for civic 
improvements were forecast Tuesday 
when Alderman William B. Harts- 
field, of the third ward, was named 
chairman of the bond campaign com- 
mittee. The election will beld March 
24, and machinery for passage of the 
proposed issue already has been set in 
rfion. 

If bonds are voted Mayor Walter 


‘A. Sims will name a bond commission 


to supervise expenditure of the funds. 

The ordinance ealling for issuance 
of bonds was passed Monday after- 
noon by council, and Tuesday morn- 
ing Mayor Sims affixed his signature 
to the proposal and selected Mr. 
Hartsfield to head the movement in 
behalf of its ratification. Other mem- 
bers of the committee which probably 
will consist of about 100 leading At- 
lantans, are expected to be named 
later in the week. 

Many organizations have expressed 
approval of all items contained in the 
issue and it was predicted that At- 
lantans will vote overwhelmingly for 
the complete list. 

Victory Is Predicted. 

“Tf the bond issue is passed it will 
mean a new Atlanta spirit, renewed 
zest in industrial circles, injection of 
a new spirit of thrift into business 
interests and will place the city on the 
threshold of the greatest era of pros- 
perity ever experienced,” Mr. Harts- 
field said. 

“We must forget personal interests 
and political preference in keeping 
Atlanta to the fore among other lead- 
ing southern cities. I believe that we 
will vote the bonds without any quali- 
fication, but if we fail, it will be an 
admission of our lack of faith in the 
‘Gate City of the South.’ ” 

In signing the ordinance and thus 
passing it to voters of the city to ratt- 
fy on March 24—the same date of the 
Fulton county primary—Mayor Sims 
declared that the movement should en- 
list the unified support of every loyal 
citizen because it provides for an an- 
ticipated expansion period, which will 
keep Atlanta in the lead of other 
southern trade centers. 

No Increase in Taxes. 

Under the ordinance there will be no 
increase in taxes or tax assessments 
as no sinking funds will be required 
until the bonds are sold. The plan 
provides that only about $2,000,000 
worth of the bonds will be sold an- 
nually and that the sinking fund will 
be required only as they are sold. 

City Clerk Walter C. Taylor, who 
also is city registrar, announced that 
he will provide ample clerks so that 
citizens may register up to and even 
on the day election. es 

The law requires that a majority 
of registered voters must cast their 
ballots and of this» majority at least 
two-thirds must vote for bonds. 

Alloeation of bonds follow: _For 
schools and school equipment, $5,000.- 
(MO: sewers, $2,000,000 ; new city hall, 
$1.000,000; twin viaducts over Cen- 
tral avenue and Pryor streets, $1,000,- 
000, and waterworks, $500,000,

Market Acting Better, But
